commission” could suggest and do what is fair to capital invested 
within our Territory. š 

Upon good evidence we can say the Union Pacific railroad company 
to-day are the main tax payers in the several counties their road 
passes through, and some of these counties would be in a deplorable 
financial condition if it were not for the yearly taxes received from 
these corporations. Now then it is not policy for the people of 
Idaho to induce such railroad companies as the Chicago & North 
Western, Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, Denver & Rio Grande and 
Oregon Pacific to come into our fair Territory and assist us in de- 
veloping it; and it is generally known competition by railroads 
for business makes lower rates than a “board of commissioners” 
would think of, while the creating of such an office will have a ten- 
dency to keep companies as above named .from coming into Idaho 
rather than encourage them. 

The total number of miles of railroad in Idaho are less than 900, 
and to operate the rates for this by causing a “railroad commis- 
sion” would cost $5,000.00 per annum. 

We know the popular opinion among the people of our Territory 
is opposed to creating any new offices, and the Governor in his 
message informs us there will be a deficiency of $29,948.00 to 
maintain the present officers and necessary expenses for the years of 
1887 and 1888.

To the President and Members of the Council: 

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith return, without my approval, Council 
Joint Resolution No. &. The Secretary of Idaho is an officer of 
the United States, and he and his clerks are paid by the general 
government for all services performed, and no additional com- 
pensation can be paid by the Territory. Congress has, however, 
provided that for the performance of official duties imposed by 
the Territorial Legislature and not provided for in the “Organic 
Act,” the Secretary shall be allowed such fees as may be fixed: 
by the Territorial Legislature. This resolution provides for a 

continuous clerk for the Secretary at $5.00 per day. Also under 
the direction of the “Committee on Codification and Revision” 
this clerk is empowered ‘‘to engross and incerporate into said stat- 
utes such amendments or changes therein or additions thereto.”

To the Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 
GENTLEMEN :—It is with regret that [am obliged, from a sense 
of duty, to herewith return, without my approval, House Joint 
‘Resolution No. 4, making an appropriation of money to pay the 
salaries of extra and additional attaches of the Legislature. 

Congress has provided for and made appropriations of money 
to pay all the necessary and legitimate expense of the Territorial 
; egislature, including clerks and other necessary attaches, as 
ollows : 

‘The subordinate officers of each branch of the Territorial 
Legislature shall consist of 1 chief clerk at $6 per day, 1 enroll- 
ing and 1 engrossing clerk at $5 per day, 1 sergeant-at-arms and 
doorkeper at $5 per day, 1 messenger and 1 watchman at $4 per 
day, 1 chaplain at $1.50 per day. Iam instructed that no 
greater number of officers or charges per diem shall be paid or 
allowed. ‘Sec. 1855,’ of the Revised Statutes, United States, de- 
clares that ‘no law of any Territorial Legislature shall be made 
or enforced by which the members or officers of any Territorial 
Legislature are paid any compensation other than that provided 
by the laws of the United States.’” 

While Iam convinced that Congress should have provided an 
assistant chief clerk for each house and for the last part of the 
session an assistant enrolling and engrossing clerk, but on the 
87th day of the present session but 8 enrolled bills and 7 short 
resolutions and 2 memorials, is all the enrolled bills that have 
been presented to me. Consequently up to this date the enroll- 
ing and engrossing clerk, provided for and paid by the United 
States, has had no use for assistants, which are to be. paid out 
of the Territorial treasury. 

Congress has made the sergeant-at-arms door-keeper for each 
house and has provided a watchman and messenger also. It 
would be reasonable to suppose that with these assistants the 
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sergeant-at-arms could have ample time to discharge all the duties 
imposed by Congress on that laborious responsible but honorable 
position, without an additional door-keeper at $4.00 per day, 
which in my opinion is an unnecessary and unlawful expenditure 
of the people’s money.

ine the insane asylum at Blackfoot, report as follows:: : 

That owing to the fact that the Territorial debt is liable very 
soon to be up to the limit prescribed in the recent act of Con- 
gress, and also the present depressed éondition of the treasury 
we deem it unwise to make all the improvements and purchases 
_ recommended by the visiting committee, and would; recommend 
that the Board of Directors be authorized and empowered to 
make such improvements as in their judgment is actually necessary 
for the care of the inmates. Nor do we concur with the special 
committee in relation to creating an asylum fund, believing that 
the present mode of paying these claims is preferable. 

And the recommendation that the Attorney General, Controller, 
and Treasurer, be made Directors of the institution, does not 
meet with the. views of your committee. We would recommended 
that a per diem be allowed each Director, which as per our 
calculation would not exceed one hundred dollars per annum to 
each Director. Your’ committee are also of the opinion that the 
cost of transportation of patients to the asylum should not be 
borne by the Territory, but should be borne by the county send- 
ing such patient, as it now is, and recommend no change in 
this particular. ;

To the President and Members of the Council : 

GENTLEMEN: Itis with regret that I am again obliged from a 
a sense of duty to return without my approval, Council Bill No. 48, 
which is identically the same in its objectionable features as House 
Joint Resolution No. 4, heretofore returned without approval. 

` In my message to the Legislature at the very commencement of 
the present session I distinctly called your attention to my instruc- 
tions from the Secretary of the Interior which prohibited the pay- 
ment of all attaches of the Legislature not provided for and paid by 
the United States. Section 1846 of the Organic Act provides “that 
the Legislative power in each Territory shall be vested in the Goy- 
ernor and a Legislative Assembly.” And while you are the direct 
representatives of the people, yet the legislator and the Governor 
are both bound by thesame oath ‘‘To support the constitution of 
the United States and the Organic Act of this Territory,” which in- 
cludes all the laws of Congress passed for its government. And 
while the instructions of the Secretary of the Interior are not directed 
tothe Legislative Assembly, directly, but to the Governor who is an 
officer of that department, and may be instructed positively as to 
his official duties. JI am instructed that no greater number of at- 
taches can be employed or paid except those provided for by the 
United States. And whatever may be my private feelings or opin- 
lons as to the justice or injustice of those laws and regulations can 
have no influence on my action in my present position. 

So long as I shall hold the office of Governor it will be my en- 
deavor to try and discharge all the duties imposed upon me 
by law and the instructions of my superior officers to the best of 
my ability without fear or favoritism; eyen though my views and 
opinions materially differ with those of the legislation, who, I 
have no doubt, are each actuated by like honest convictions.

tion and application of the law belongs peculiarly to this de- 
partment of the government. The jury is one of the agencies 
which the judiciary uses in the administration of the laws. Ii be- 
longs to the domain of fact, but it is not a compound part of 
the judiciary. It determines facts submitted to it, but cannot ap- 
ply the law to the facts found. At common law a jury is de- 
fined: to- be ‘A body of.men who are sworn to declare the facts 
of acase.”’ Section 73 of our Code of Civil Proceedures enacts 
that. “A jury is a body:of men selected to try a question of fact.” 
Section 76 deelares .“‘A trial jury to be a body of men sworn to 
try and determine a question of fact.” Under the common law 
and under our code the powers of a jury are confined to finding 
the-facts in acase. Without the amendment of our code defin- 
ing a jury and determining its power, I think that they could not 
determine the punishment. In some States, under the peculiar 
provision of their constitution, juries have been allowed, to some 
extent, to determine the punishment. But under our organic 
ac the judicial powers of the Territory is vested in a supreme 
court, district courts, probate courts, and justices of the peace. If 
the application of the law to a certain state of facts belongs to 
the judicial power of the government, I understand that it can- 
not be transferred from the court to a jury by legislative enact- 
ment, by any power less than Congress. If the determination of 
the punishment is in the discretion of the court in cases where 
the law prescribes limits, and such discretion is to be exercised

Mr. Pr gideni: I have this.day approved substitute for Council Bill 
No. 1,known as the classified salary bill. This bill has been approvea 
with oreat reluctance,and only thatthe fact ofits being a compromise 
measure arrived at by the members of the different counties and in a 
measure forced upon them by the act of Congress, prohibiting 
special legislation is the only reason that has induced me to sign 

. this, at least, doubtful bill. The people indulged the hope that you 
‘would relieve them of the onerous burdens of taxation by reducing 
the salaries and fees of all county officers at least one-half. This 
bill may reduce the expenses a trifle in some counties, but it will raise 
them materially in others. The assessors, now more than doubly 
over paid, are allowed(for the first time)percentage for collecting the 
school money, thus taking from the children this school money, 
amounting to more than $4, 000, and giving ıt to men who are paid 
extravagantly for every service performed. That this extravagant 
and unsatisfactory bill should be forced upon the people is certainly 
to be regretted. But as the-people’s representatives have, after much 
trouble,compromised upon this measure,the Executive could hardly 
be expected to veto the bill. Again this bill gives an outrageous 
and extravagant salary in each county to the clerk of, the district 
‘court, who will probably pocket the salary and ask his deputies to 
live on the fees and perquisites of the office.
